RALRIOR. N. C., June 12.— W. H. Robinson,

*““green-goods” game at Clayton, Princeton and

EDITORS IN SHACKLES 


Sweeping the Streets of a Town in Guate- 
mala. 

City oF Mexico, June 12.—A_ telegram 
from Guatemala states that the president has 
caused the imprisonment of Nicholas Cifuen- 
tez, Manuel Alfaroand Ventura Pasz, who 
were editors of El Popular, of Guezaltenango, 
one of the principal towns in the upper dis- 
tricts of Guatemala. By his orders they were 
chained and thrown into prison, and are made 
to sweep the streets. with ball and chain 
locked to their feet, carry heavy stones and do 
other degrading work. It appears that, they 
published an article in their paper under the 
heading of Thieves Authorized and Un- 
authorized,“ which attacked the quasi gov- 
ernment of Barillas. At once their office was 
seized, and the editors were cast into prison. 
The incident has caused marked indignation 
and the feeling against Barillas has increased 
intensely. The revolutionary talk is stronger 
than ever over this outrage. 


ONE DOLLAR MISSING. 


Count of the Cash in the Vaults of 
the Treasury. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—The count of the 
cash in the vaults of the treasury, consequent 
on the recent changein the office of treasurer, 
has so far resulted in the discovery of a dis- 
crepancy of $1. This is missing from a bag of 
silver in a vault containing nearly $70,000,000. 
The bag broke open by its own weight and de- 
cay of the canvas, and its contents were scat- 
tered among other bags in the vault. It con- 
tained $1,000 in silver dollars, all but one of 
which were found, and that one will probably 
turn up before the examination of the vault is 
concluded. Otherwise, ex-Treasurer Huston 
wili have to make it good.

4 COAL TRAIN GETS BEYOND CON-

AND COMES DASHING DOWN THE MOUNTAIN 


At a Fearful Rate a Speed—Twenty-five Cars 
Mashed Into Splinters—Three 
Persons Killed. 


ALrooxA, Pa., June 12.—While coming 
down the mountain from Floydsville to Bell- 
wood, on the Pennsylvania and Northwestern 
railroad, last night, a heavy coal train got be- 


yond control, and dashing down grade ata 


fearful rate of speed, was piled up and smashed 
into kindling wood at a curve on the side of a 
deep ravine about three miles north of Bell- 
wood. 

The engine and twenty-flve cars, loaded with 
coal, lay piled up in a mass of broken wood 


and twisted iron at the bottom of the 


ravine, and among the debris 
were the bodies of the conductor, 
engineer and one brakeman, with almost all 
semblance to humanity crushed out of them. 
The other train hands escaped with their 
lives, but all were more or less injured. The 
track is torn up and blockaded for a long dis- 
tance, and passengers are being transferred 
by way of Altoona and Cresson.

“ON AGCOUNT OF THE PART HE HAS PLAYED. 


The Feeling Against Him Growing in Inten- 
sity—Hot Times Expected When the 
Affair Gets Into Politica. 


Loxpon, June 12.—It is understood that the 
prince at Wales is keenly stung at the adverse 
press criticisms which have been showered 
upon him from all quarters. Especially is 
this the case in regard to newspaper comments, 
which practically accuse him of revealing the 
secret of the Tranby Croft scandal, and re- 
ferring to*the fact that he, the prince of 
Wales, was not asked if he had spoken of the 
affair to anybody, after Sir William Gordon 
Cumming signed the incriminating document, 
while} this question was put to all other wit- 
nesses for the defendants. 

The. prince of Wales emphatically denies 
that he divulged the seeret to anybody. The 
war office authorities are holding frequent con- 
ferences, and are discussing the action to take 
in consequence of the verdict given against Sir 
Wilhiam.Gordon Cumming. The duke of 
Cambridge, field marshal, and commander-in- 
chief, yesterday summoned General Owen 
Williams and Colonel H. H. D. Stacey, in 
command of the Scotch Fusilier Guards, Sir 
William Gordon Cumming’s regiment, to the 
Horse Guards, where these two officers had a 


gong interview with the duke. 


Sir William Gordon has announced that he 
is willing to meet the charge of playing an 
illegal game. 

In the house of commons Monday next Mr. 
William Summers, liberal, member for Hud- 
dersfield, and Mr. Henry Peyton Cobb, radi- 
cal non-conformist, member for Rugby dis- 
triot of Warwickshire, will question the right 
of Hon. Edward Stanhope, secretary of state 
for war, as to what action he intends to take in 
regard to the three officers, Field Marshal 
Prince of Wales, General Owen Williams and 
Lieutenant Berkeley Levett, of the Scotch Fu- 
sillier Guards who signed the document which 
practically allowed Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming to remain an officer of the British army, 
although he was believed to have cheated at 
cards, and as to what action he intends to take 
in. regard to the same officers for having broken 
army regulations, requiring that the cases, one 
of which occurred at Tranby Croft in Septem- 
ber iast, should be brought to the notice of the 
commanding officers. 

“DROPPED FROM THR LIST. — 

The official Gazette this morning announces, 
under date of June 10th, that the name of Sir 
William Gordon Cumming has been removed 
from thé list of officers in the army, as her 
majesty has no further occasion for his 
services. 

The Feeling Against the Prince. 


Loxpon, June 12.—[Copyright, 1891, by the 


New York Associated Press. The storm ris- 
ing around the prince of Wales is fast obtain- 
ing intensity, endangering his chances of suc- 
cession to the throne, if not the existence of 
the English monarchy. No class appears to 
be stirred so deeply as the great middle class, 
the real strength of the country and hitherto 


‘the solid and stolid prop of the monarchy. 


Wherever its voice becomes audible, its earnest 
denunciations of the prince of Wales are ac- 
companied by regrets at his nearness to the 
throne. Representative gatheringsof religious 
bodies—Congregational, Methodist, Baptist, 
Unitarian and Presbyterian—have already 
recorded their condemnation. 
PROTESTS FROM SOCIETIES, 

Boards of guardians are going out of their 
accustomed paths to discuss motions branding 
the gambling propensities of the prince of 
Wales as a disgrace to the country. Several 
liberal societies have adopted protests against 
his continuance in the army. The agitation 
has every character of permanence. It has not 
yet touched more than the fringe of the politi- 
cal parties, but ere long the glowing fierceness 
of the popular heat must penetrate to the core 
of politics, causing party action within and 
without parliament. 

Radical members of the house of commons 
are opening the attack on the prince of Wales, 
but they have been warned that Mr. Glad- 
stone resents the movement, and that the 
leaders of the opposition will actively, show 
their repugnance to associating the liberals 
with any agitation tending to throw discredit 
on the crown. 

WHAT THE RADICALS SAY. 

A group of radicals ata meeting tonight, 
after Cumming's dismissal from the army was 
gazetted, concurred in the opinion that the 
Jeaders had mistaken the feeling of the nation, 
that even on party grounds it was impossible 
to neglect the duty to take the sense of parlia- 
ment on the position of the prince and others 
concerned. 

The radicals will not be content with any- 
thing less than action by the military authori- 
ties involving some official reproof of the prince 
of Wales, General Williams and Levett. The 
prosecution of Cumming and others for illegal 


gambling will be made part of the demand on

SSVERAL CONFERENCES HELD.

place veterinary inspectors in English ports 
than other vountries sending cattle. Chaplin 
in the meantime finds it politic to continue the 
existing system. |

A Requiem Was Sung in Honor of the Late 
Sir John Macdonald. 


- Lonpen; June 12.—A requiem in honor of 


the late Sir John A. onald, Canadian 
premier, Was sung in W8stminster abbey this 
morning. A number of the most distinguished 
people, representing by proxy the queen, 
prince of Wales, and various members of the 
royal family were present. Among the promi- 
nent deople who attended this ceremony were 
the marquis of Lorne, ex-governor general of 
Canada and Right Hon. Wiliiam H. Smith, 
first lord of the treasury, representing the 
government. Westminster abbey was crowded 
with distinguished people who sincerely 
mourned the loss of the great Canadian states- 
man. 


CHINESE OUTRAGES. 


Lady Missionaries Compelled to Flee for 
Their Lives. 

Lonpon, June 12.—Dispatches from Shang- 
hai announce fresh excesses upon the part of 
the anti-European element in the population 
of China. Attacks upon Christian missions in 
the interior continue. In one case Chinese 
troops, sent to repress the rioters, aided them 
and made matters still worse. More serious 
rioting has occurred at Takatang, where lady 
missionaries were compelled to flee for their 
lives. The ladies arrived at Kin-Kiang, one 
of the treaty ports on the Yang-tse-Kiang 
river. There is great excitement among the 
Chinese in the vicinity of Lake Poyang, near 
Kin-Kiang. Several missionary establish 
ments have been looted and burned by riotous 
Chinese. .

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Mrs. Harrison Tells About Her Experience 
in an Augusta Boarding House—Judge 
Twiggs in Self-Defense. 


Aveusta, Ga., June 12.—[Special.}—The 
sensational fight of Mr. Marion Harrison, of 
Charleston, against his wife for possession of 
his four-year-old son, under a writ of habeas 
corpus, after two days trial, was ended this 
evening. : 

No case has ever attracted as much atten- 
tion in the courts of Augusta as this one. It 
is the general topic of conversation, and has 
even attracted the attention of the ladies, who 
became interested in the trial, and was the 
theme of their talk. Merchayts left their busi- 
ness today and crowded the courtroom almost 
to suffocation. 

MES. HARRISON ON THE STAND. 

Court opened at 9 o'clock this morning. 
Mrs. Harrison, wife of Mr. Harrison, who 
brought. suit for recovery of the child, and 
against whom'she is sueing for a divorce, was 
the first witness on the stand today. She is 
an exceptionally intelligent woman, and made 
a smart witness. She was calm and composed, 
and made her statement very dispassionately, 
but was a little dramatic at times. 

She told of the suffering and misery she had | 
borne during her married life, and how Mr, 
Harrison had repeatedly threatened to kill her 
and made strong accusations against her chas- 
tity. She said she believed Mr. Harrison 
loved their child, but circumstances did not 
show that he loved her, for he had certainly 
cruelly treated her. Regarding the legal con- 
tract Mr. Harrison submitted to his wife since 
their last separation for her approval, agree- 
ing to let her have control of the child if she 
would return to Charleston and allow him 
access to the boy at his pleasure, Mrs. Harri- 
son said she thought it was a scheme of Mr. 
Harrison’s to steal the boy from her. Mrs. 
Harrison testified that the boy was extremely, 
delicate, almost constantly affected with croup, 
and needed the most careful attention. 

WHY SHE LEFT MRS. PALMER'S, 

Mrs. Harrison explained her leaving Mrs. 
Palmer’s boarding house. She denied having 
been ordered to leave. She said her counsel, 
Judge Twiggs, said he did notadmire her sur- 
roundings, and that she had better go where 
there were more ladies. 

She said she did not desire to stay there any 
longer, as she saw a good many thingsin the 
house not in keeping with decency. Continu- 
ing, she said: 

„Mrs. Palmer told me if I intended going I 
had better seek a hotel, where I would be bet- 
ter guarded in case of emergency. I told her 
that I had never been seen going out of a gen- 
tleman’s bedroom, and she said I had better 
leave, and I told her I would leave as soon as 
I wished ; that I had seen her come out of Mr. 
Joseph Graham’s room. I would have left,” 
she said, ‘‘that night and stopped at the Ar- 
lington, but was advised by my counsel to wait 
until a better place could be found, and then I 
went t8 Mrs. Thomas.“ 

Mrs. Harrison said: 

The immediate circumstance that was dis- 
closed to me, and caused. me leaving the 
house, was one evening while sitting in the 
parlor with Mrs. Palmer and Mr. Graham. 
Mr. Graham said: ‘Mrs. Palmer, how much 
elastic does it take to make your garters? I'II 
bet you it takes a yard.“ 

NOW JUDGE TWIGGS EXPLAINS. 

Judge Twiggs went to the witness stand, 
and said that in view of the ipsinuations made 
against him yesterday, of improper conduct 
between himself and Mrs. Harrison, his client, 
he desired to make a statement in denial of 
such innuendoes.

Shall Georgia be represented at the World’s 
Columbian Fair in 1893? This is a very im- 
portant question, and should not be hastily dis- 
posed of. The opportunity for placing our re- 
sources and attractions before the world which 
will then and there be offered, will be such as 
we cannot afford to let pass unimproved.

CITIZENS. 


Several Ladies Painfully Burned by 
the Electric Fluid. 


Atnens, Ga., June 12.—[Special.}—This 
city was visited yesterday by a heavy thunder- 
storm. The lightning played havoc in the 
city.

The little girl of Mrs. Adams, about two 
years old, was struck by the bolt in the face 
and badly burned on the body. Mrs. Adams 
was struck on the shoulder and painfully 
burned. The little baby was slightly burned 
on the arm. 

Drs. Goss and Bloomfield were summoned, 
and came at once to the scene. They made a 
careful examination of each of the persons in- 
jured by the lightning, and came to the con- 
clusion that only one was seriously hurt. The 
little girl was terribly burned, but the shock 
was not very heavy, and she will recover. 
Mrs. Adams was painfully burned on the 
shoulder and the little baby on the arm, but 
neither case is serious.

More Light for the Chronicle. 

We have much amusement these hot days 
in watching the lugubrious efforts of The 
Augusta Chronicle to say something on the 
silver question. Its last effort is perhaps the 
most amusing of all. It takes a chunk of 
Carnegie’s article on the A B C of money, 
rolls it as a sweet morsel under its tongue 
for awhile, and spits it out with a splutter. 
The debris of this ungraceful operation 
covers nearly two columns of Thursday’s 
issue. 

The Chronicle continues to rattle on the 
same old nonsense about gold, and adopts 
eagerly Mr. Carnegie’s ridiculous statement 
that the government stamp adds nothing to 
the value of the coin. 

It is impossible to entirely prevent the 
fluctuations of either metal, and at times 
gold, as well as silver, has been worth less 
as bullion than it was in the coin. Such 
things, even under natural conditions, may 
happen for a day or an hour, or perhaps for 
months atatime. Allthe government can 
do is to stamp on the coin that figure which 
the long run of years has shown it to be 
worth in comparison with the other precious 
metal. Since 1850, the production of silver 
has been much less than the output of gold, 
and there is no reason under heaven for the 
depression in silver but the general demone- 
tization of it by European nations and the 
United States. The partial return to silver 
coinage in America was the first important 
step in the great reaction which will put 
silver where it was before. The question is 
a much simpler one than it first appears. 
The sophistry of the monometallists has 
beset it with a cloud of irrevelant matter, 
which makes the question appear abstruse 
and difficult. In its last analysis, the ques- 
tion resolves itself into one of supply and 
demand, and it is a wry simple person who 
cannot see that the removal of the demand 
for anything would depress the price, and 
the restoration of the demand would restore 
the price. That is the whole thing in a nut- 
shell, What complicates it in this case is 
the fact that the government is obliged, in 
the nature of things, to set the price before 


the demand is restored, and before the effect 


of the new demand is apparent in the market 
price. But the act of setting the price 
must create a demand and must raise the 
price. That is not a matter of choice. It 
only remains then for sensible men to calcu- 
late as closely as they can What will be the 
market value of bullion under the demand 
which they are obliged to create in voting 
free coinage, and having made this calcula- 
tion to stamp the coin in accordance with it. 
It is just this process which led to stamping 
a dollar on 3713 grains of silver. In this in- 


‘stance the calculation was verified by the 


whole experience of the world prior to 1873, 
which is to say, prior to the general demone- 
tization. Remonetization is steadily gain- 


ee ing in favor in Europe. Mr. Goschen, chan- 
oeollor of the exchequer in England, is on

gold and silver alike. 
Tube report of Mr. Atkinson is an exceed- 
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prospective “avalanche of silver,” as it is some- 
times called, from the North American continent, 
and especially from the United States,and that 
this fear, which has been perhaps the most potent 
cause of the unwillingness even to consider the 
question of bimetallism, may be wholly removed 
by the further investigation as to the relative 
production of silver and gold which may ensue. 

This gives Mr. A 's position as 2 
conservative bimetallist. It is almost iden- 
tically the position Secretary Windom oceu- 
pied. Both believed in the necessity of 
using both of the precious metals in the cur- 
rency, and both give absolutely unanswer- 
able arguments against the foolishness of 
Carnegie’s late article. Take, for instance, 
these paragraphs from Mr. Windom’s report 
for 1889: 

There is, in fact, no known accumulation of sil- 
ver bullion anywhere in the world. Germany long 
since disposed of her stock of melted silver coins, 
partly by sale, partly by recoinage into her own 
new subsidiary coins, and party for use in coining 
for Egypt. Only recently it became necessary to 
purchase silver for the Egyptian coinage exe- 
cuted at the mint at Berlin. 

Nor need there be ary serious apprehension that 
any considerable part of the stock of silver coin 
of Europe would bé shipped to the United States 
for deposit for treasury notes. 

It is safe to say there is no stock of silver coin 
in Europe which is not needed for business pur- 
poses. 

With these statements from the secretary 
of the treasury and the expert whom Mr. 
Cleveland sent to Europe, Mr. Carnegie’s 
talk about a silver avalanche becomes 


ridiculous.

Think Over These Figures. 

A statistician who has been digging into 
the census reports and sifting out suggestive 
facts and figures, presents the following gen- 
eral summary: 

Twenty years ago it was estimated that the pro- 
ducing classes owned three-fourths of the wealth 
of the nation; today only about one-fourth pf the 
nation’s wealth is in the hands of the producing 
classes, yet the wealth of the nation has been 
doubled in the same period. They have lost, in 
comparison to the increase of wealth, two-thirds 
of their wealth in the last twenty years. The cause 
for this can best be found in a study of a few fig- 
ures. The wealth of the nation in this period, ac- 
cording to census reports, has increased at the 
rate of about 4 per cent per annum, which has 
been added to the wealth by the labor of the pro- 
ducing classes. The average dividends on capital 
for the same period has been 7 per cent 
per year. Under our present condition of society, 
capital and labor are combined in almost every 
branch of human industry. Now, it will be seen 
by a comparison of the productive power of labor 
aud the dividends paid to capital, that capital has 
been receiving as wages the full production of 
wealth and absorbing the former possessions of 
the wealth producer, the latter class losing 6675 
per cent of their wealth in twenty years, aud the 
Capitalists gaining 66%, percent. The estimated 
wealth of the nation today is $66,000,000,000, of 
which 30,000 capitalists are said to own $36,250,- 
000,000, 63,000,000 people owning $29,750,000,000; 
250,000 capitalists are said to own three-fourths of 
the nation’s wealth. If there was an even 63,000,- 
000 inhabitants in the nation, the wealth would be 
distributed as follows: Two hundred and fifty 
thousand people represent $49,500,000,000; 62,750,- 
000 people represent $16,500,000,000 of wealth. 

If the producing classes have been com 
pelled to surrender two-thirds of their 
wealth in the past twenty years to the capi- 
talists, the outlook is gloomy enough to 
justify the gravest apprehensions. : 

It is useless to argue that if 250,000 men 
can lawfully absorb three-fourths of the 
wealth of 63,000,000, people it is all right, 
and they must be allowed to go ahead and 
absorb the other 25 per cent. The people 
are not going to take this view of the situa- 
tion. When 63,000,000 toilers see the 
products of their labor swallowed up so 
rapidly by a privileged and protected few, 
they very naturally see greater evils coming 
in the near future, and feel that it is time to 
act on the defensive. Self-preservation is 
the first law of our nature, and before the 
masses will give up everything to the classes 
they will, if necessary, try some new de- 
partures in legislation and political economy. 
We must try the virtues of tariff reform, a 
graded income tax, a larger volume of cur- 
rency, and a financial system that will not 
be under the control of a few speculators in 
Wall street. : 

It is a struggle of peculiar interest and 
vital importance. Startling theories are in 
the air—some of them sound, and some of 
them unsound. Out of clashing ideas 
and conflicting policies, and out of the focal 
heat of free discussion, some reform may 
come that will be for the common good of

‘all. 


Newspaper Reading. 
The arch-deacon of Carlisle is said to have 


warned the clergy against the growing habit 


of newspaper reading. 

It is the opinion of this high church au- 
authority that the literary taste of the 
élergy is on the decline, and he attributes it 
mainly to the fact that preachers as well as 
laymen are becoming the victims of the 
ephemeral newspapers and magazines of the 
day. 

The opposition of a few church dignata- 
ries to the popular habit of newspaper read- 
ing is not likely to accomplish anything. 


‘The preachers have found that the learning 


of the past is of little use to them if they ex- 
clude the knowledge of the present age. In 
order to reach the people of today it is nec- 
essary to understand them and know some- 
thing of their affairs. That map of busy 
life called a newspaper supplies this infor- 
mation, and the successful preacher, teacher 
or leader of men cannot do without it. 

If the arch-deacon simply meant to say 
that newspaper reading injures a writer's lit- 
erary style, he was too sweeping in his 
condemnation. In one of Anthony Trol- 
lope’s novels a young writer is made to ask 
his mentor for some advice concerning 
style. Is it style that you want?’’ was the 
reply. Go and get it from the newspapers! 
And there is something in this piece of 


advice. If the clergymen of the church of 


England do not fall below the level of the 
leaders in The Times, The Telegraph and 
The Chronicle they will get along very 
well. 

The fact is, newspaper reading makes a 
man all the more anxious to increase his 
stock of learning, if he is built that way. If 
he is not cut out for scholarly and literary 
pursuits newspapers will not hurt him, and 
books will not his make-up. The 


So it seems that our prison system not only 
educates the prisoners into malefactors, but 
tempts their guards to become criminals, If 
Sing Sing is a fair sample of our penal insti- 
tutions the whole business needs a thorough 
overhauling.

Three 
companies of the Seventh regiment were made up 
in Cobb county—one from Powder Springs, one 
from Marietta and one from Roswell.

sf  eonld be filled with legends of the treasure of 
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5 Montezuma which lies in some cave of the 


Cordilleras, ready to upset the gold standard of 
the civilized world, as soon as some lucky ex- 
plorer discovers the guarded secret of its rest- 
ing place. Other libraries, too, might be 
crowded with the equally fascinating stories 
of the Guatemozin treasure, hidden by the last 
prince of the Aztec line, under the waters of 
the Mexican lagunas. 

In truth, Mexico is a land where uncounted 
millions lie hidden. It is the India of the 
‘western hemisphere. 

Though many stories of buried gold are but 
airy nothings, yet others havea real historical 
foundation. One of these strange yet wholly 
reasonable and coherent stories of lost treas- 
ure has come down from the days of 
the greatest of the Spanish viceroys of 
Mexico, the proud and masterful 
Revillagigedo. Unlike mostof the Mexican 
treasure tales it deals with Baja, Cal., and 
the coasts of the sea of Cortez, now the 
Gulf of California, and in fact it is the only 
island treasure story that I have ever heard 
from Mexican sources. 

In 1792 Captain Colnet, an English fur 
trader, cruising up and down the Pacific coast, 
was seized, with his ship at the port of Nootka, 
in Van Conver island, by the Spanish authori- 
ties, whothen claimed the whole coast to 
Alaska. If this claim could have been main- 
tained, there would never have been any 
British Columbia, but the English government, 
true to its traditions, took such prompt and 
energetic measures that the king of 
Spain disavowed the ambitious plans of 
the famous viceroy of Mexico, and exemplary 
damages were paid to Colnet and to England. 
During these negotiations Captain Colnet, first 
taken to San Blas, and thence to the City of 
Mexico, was treated with such courtesy by 
Revillagigedo that in the year after his release, 
1793, he named a group of islands off the coast 
of Baja, Cal., after the viceroy. These are 
the islands of that hidden treasure whose story 
has been given me by one of the most promi- 
nent members of an old California family. 

But the history of these islands reaches much 
further back. The great Spanish navigator, 
Fernando de Grijalva, discovered the group in 
1523, but only bestowed the name of Saint 
Thomas upon the principal island. Other ex- 
plorers have named the same island Socorro, 
but since the name first given ought to be pre- 
served, Saint Thomas, though also a duplicate 
name, will de the one used in this narrative. 

The Spanish government long ago tried to 
establish a colony on the Revillagigedo islands, 
but failed on account of the lack of springs or 
rainfall. The Mexicans had plans for turnfng 
them into a penal establishment, a sort of Pa- 
tific coast Botany bay, but this likewise was 
never realized, and the resources of the group 
are so small that it is hardly visited once in 
ten years. The geographical position of the 

neipal island, Saint Thomas, is: Latitude, 

degrees and 43 minutes north; longitude, 110 

os and 54 minutes west, 
he manuscript from which I have taken 
most of these facts, su uently verified as 
faras possible by the leading e au- 
thorities, is lent me by General Manuel Cas- 
tro, one of whose relatives visited the islands 


and furnished the following description of 
. Saint Thomas: 
It is eight leagues long from southeast to 


northwest, and its widest part is about three 
leagues across. It is a mountain some 2,000 
feet high, rising steeply from the ocean, with 
slope toward the south, and is visible 
in clear weather for twenty leagues away. 
‘The southern slope is covered with cactus and 
with low and excgpdingly thorny shrubs, 
vices of the rocks and 
dark lava that form its soil, which is evidently 
of volcanic origin. The anchoring grounds 
wo—one on the southwest, called Corn- | 
bay, and the other on the south- 
east, called Braithwaite bay. Both of these 
were named by Captain Colnet. The only an-

Then the secretary 
and two men whom he could trust, sailed. the 
craft to the Revillagigedo group, and 
buried it in one of the lava caverns on the 
island of Saint Thomas. 

This was the first of the treasure-gathering 
of the shrewd, unselfish conspirator, ‘who 
dreamed of the freedom of Mexico a third of a 
century before the revolution. But it was not 
the last, for his position enabled him to halve 
Wo pearl revenues of the gulf, and the silver 
revenues of the mines of Sonora and Chihua- 
hua. So corrupt were many branches of the 
government at that time, so open to bribery, 
so used to false reports and the disappearance 
of large sums of pega that the secretary, at 
the expense of acquiring rather a worse repu~ 
tation than the average politician of his time, 
was enabled to add millions of dollars eve 
year to the viceroy’s unknown treasury. 8 
sent pearls, sapphires and opals, bars of silver 
and gold, jewel-hilted swords and pistols, and 
many precious heirlooms of ancient Spanish 
families. Four or five men kept the secret of 
the island treasure, but all the provinces of 
Mexico were at last honeycombed with the 
plots of a broadening revolution, guided by a 
master hand. The secretary of the viceroy 
had chauged in a few years from a dreamer to 
a man of action and a master of events. At 
last he knew that a great destiny lay before 
the land of New Spain. Once separated from 
the mother country, it should extend from the 
isthmus of Darien to the Russian fur settle- 
ment of Sitka.

The Revillagigedo family were in old Spain, 
living in poverty on the memory of former 
greatness. The vicervy was a feeble old man, 
who had lost ali his ambitions. The secre- 
tary's descendants and his executors became 
almost frenzied with the lust of gold, and they , 
it is who accumulated the gradual narrative 
which, in a dozen different handwritings, has 
now become the family romance“ of one of 
the most noted of Spanish Californians. But 
by the time that the story was gathered from 
80 many sources and by so many mosaic hints, 
the brother of thé secretary and the two or- 
three men who had helped to hide the

The revolution broke up the families that 
knew the story, rendered them penniless, and 
made the immediate bread and butter demands 
of life so pressing that they had no time to 
think of the forgotten politician’s purse of 
Fortunatus in the lava beds of the isle of Saint 
Thomas. A few of them sneaked over to the 
islands once or twice, in a half-hearted way, 
as fishermen or coast traders, but they found 
no treasure. Not thus lightly did the thief- 
hero, the patient secrety, hide his viceregal 
funds for the equipment of fleets and the arm- 
ing of soldiers: Only aman that is as great 
as he, in the elements of foresight and endur- 
ance, shall ever cleave his way to the Revilla- 
einn storehouse.

quest of the province brought him to poverty, 
and he was never able to carry out his scheme.

But if a 
man has won his favor he will sometimes read 
him some ot these old documents, and in this 
way the story of the viceroy and his secretary 
came to my knowledge.

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Killed Instant sly 
of the Hands Censured. 


A negro was crushed to death under a pile 
of dirt yesterday morning. 

His neck was broken and his death was in- 
stantaneous. 

The accident occurred just before 9 o'clock 
out in the old park at the Exposition mills. 

At this place there is a cut of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad. Yor some days a number of 
hands have been at work excavating fora peer 
to a bridge which is to be built over the West- 
ern and Atlantie and Georgia Pacific tracks. 
One or two ‘‘clips’”’ had been made of fifteen 
or twenty feet, and yesterday the hands were 
working to throw off another section of dirt. 

At the time of the accident John Williams, 
with several other negroes, was in the cut dig- 
ging at the bottom of the side they were clip- 
ping. 

On top, but some forty fect furtherup the 
cut were other hands. driving a wedge to 
make the split. 

Suddenly the dirt caved and continued all 
the way-to where the hands were working in 
the cut. The fall was expected soon, but not 
at the time it occurred. The negroes ran, and 
all espaped except Williams and another. The 
latter was caught about midway the body by 
the falling dirt, but squirmed out without 
injury. 

Williams was completely covered up. 

The other hands rushed to the place and 
began throwing off the dirt to get tothe man 
underneath. 

They soon reached him, but found him dead. 
He was found ina doubled-up position, and 
appeared never to have made a struggle. 

The cut is twenty feet deep here, and the 
‘clip’? was about three feet wide, making the 
force and amount of dirt striking the man con- 
siderable. 

Coroner Davis happened to be in the 
neighborhood and at once organized a jury to 
sit over the body of the dead negro. 

The evidence introduced was in accordance 
with the above. Besides the neck the left arm 
was broken and many severe bruises made. 

It was aiso shown that the work was being 
done under contract by Hutton & Grant, for 
the Georgia Pacific road, and that a man 
named McLane was acting as foreman. Mo- 
Lane stated that he was not very familiar with 
such work. 

The jury returned a verdict censuring the 
foreman, giving his inexperience as the cause 
of the accident. | 

No one knew where the negro came from or 
where his people lived. The hands at the 
camp took the body in charge and buried it 
out near the camps. 


OZBURN IN JAIL. 


Ile Passes a Quiet Day—Only a Few Visi- 
tors. 


Ozburn passed a quiet day yesterday. 

Only two or three visitors were admitted to 
his cell, and they were relatives. 

Ozburn had but little appetite yesterday 
morning when he awoke, and a very light 
breakfast satisfied him. The morning was 
passed. lying upon the cot and gazing almost 
constantly at the ceiling. 

Early in the afternoon Mrs. Brittain called 
to see the condemned man, but was compelled 
to come away without seeing him. It appears 
that Ozburn had expressed a desire 
to be left alone as much as possible, and 
Deputy Sheriff Barnes had given instructions 
to admit no one but the relatives. 

During the day Mrs. Ozburn called to see 
her husband, but he failed to recognize her 
again. He was constantly asking for quiet 
and rest all day long. !

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stook 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 12.— The stock market was the 
same dull and listless affair that it has been for the 
ast month and an effort of a few traders to galvanize 
a moribund speculation into life by execution of 
matched orders failed completely of its object. The 
opening of the market was made at insignificant 
changes from last night’s figures, but the firmness of 
yesterday soon became again apparent and a few large 

gains were scored on active stocks, while 
the general list was almost entirely neglected and 
showed no tendency in either direction of Industrials. 
Sugar was let off 14 per cent and Chicago Gas 1 per 
cent for no apparent reason while the reported estab- 
lishment of a new distillery in Chicago again served to 
depress the whisky trust, and it lost 116. Early gains 
among the leading railroad shares, which included St. 
Paul, Atchison, Rock Island, Burlington, Louisville 
and Union Pacific amounted to large fractions which 
in cases of Rock Island and Union Pacific, were in- 
creased afterwardjto 1 per cent. Gould stocks came to 
the front in the last hour and all made material gains 
while Denver and Rio Grande preferred dropped away 
1 per cent at the same time. The close was dull, but 
strong at the best prices of the day. Sales listed 
stocks aggregated 107,000 share; unlisted 11,000.
